Raleigh, N.C. — On Friday, October 6, 2017, the North Carolina Museum of History will open its newest 
exhibit, “The Boomer List: Photographs by Timothy Greenfield-Sanders,” featuring 19 large-format 
portraits of influential baby boomers.
